1. The meeting was opened by the Chairman reviewing briefly, 
for the members present ,tL. status of the DoD program for the 

centralization of the Army, Navy and Air Force investigation index 

cards and the DoD national agency check program. It is currently 

planned that the three indexes will be consolidated on an ad hoc 

basis at Ft. Holabird^in Baltimore at the Army Counterintelligence 

Records Center. The Navy will provide a duplicate deck of their 

present punched card holdings, the Air Force will produce by 

31 December 1965 an IBM card deck for merging into the present 

Army index at Ft. Holabird. These three sets of IBM cards will 

not be compatible in the sense that they will have identical fields 

or rules for entry for the fields. However, the addition is that 

they will be in one place and the complete check can be made 

manually in one operationT~j 
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2. The members of the group each explained the figures that 
had been developed as a result of the survey on time of response. 
After the explanations and discussion, it was determined that 
several of the figures required for consolidation to produce over- 
all figures were not yet available. The various members agreed to

3. The group also pondered what additional responsibilities 
it had and what recommendations might be made to the Chairman of 
Task Team V. It was agreed that no additional information needs 
to be collected, and that much useful planning could be done by 
such a working group. As a result of the discussion, the group 
concluded that it should recommend the following: (a) such a 
working group be extended to accomplish the needed planning and 
coordination in the national agency check area in whatever form 
felt best by CODIB; (b) the group should explore in greater depth, 
the types of searches that are being made by each agency, the common 
data elements that could be agreed upon and the technical upgrading 
of the communication systems between the various agencies.
